The Dead Dromlos.

Balmon P. Chase aud Horave Greeley began
life with anti-glavery Yrrdileutium. They
were hoth extremely ambitious, and mapped
out for each other & road to sucosss, The lat-
ter, alter being assisted and aided by politioal
friends, fivally turoed upon them, and sought
to procure, siugla-bandsd, the political prowo-
tion which be 80 moch coveted. There was no

ift in the hauds of the people for which he

d not strive,

While persuading the peopls into the beliaf
that Lié was an noselfisb, nusmbitions patriot
who aimed solely at his country's good, and
wounld acoept of no offles, he was striving all
the time to plant bimsell in gomwe publio berth,
With the advance of time his aspirations like-
wise advanced, and he oraved lrst the position
of Lieutenant-Governor, then that of Congress-
man, Senator, and even President, And, na a
result of all his labors for public preferment,
bhe contrived to serve thres wonths of an no-
expired time in Congress, aud to bs appointed
one of the jorymen in the Loodon CUrystal
Palace exhibition.

More suceessiul than hid confedarate, SBal-
mon I, Chase has managed by log-rolling with
every political orgauization in existence sinve
he entered publio life, to seours several houor-
able positions.’ Prior to 1840 he voted with
whichever party held ont the greateat oppor-
Lunitivs for his individaal preforment. o 1840
he supported General Harrison, aud after he
wad eleoted, turned against him. In 15453 he
euntered into an agresment with the Ohio
Dewoorats that the old Liberty party shoald
pell ont to them en cond tion that he was
made Unpited Ststes Senator. o

In accordanoe with this bargain he worked
for the sucoess of the Democratio nominees,
aod in the following year the Demooratic mem-
bers of the Leglslatare supported him in s
body for the United Htates Senate. In 1855
he was elected by Koow-Nothing votes to the
governorship of Ouio, and was afterward sent
to the Sepate by the Republican Party. When
President Lincoln gave Lim a position in his
Cabinet, he forthwith began to plot aund
log-roll iu order o supplaut his suparior.
On Deing elevated by that generous supa-
rvior to the Chiet Juosticeship, he renswed
his political wachivations; and tskiog a trip
down Sonth, harangued the *‘green negroes,’
aud, as he supposed, laid the roandation for a
big Southern support in the Republican Con-
vention of 1508, Svon after, he opsped a co-
partonership along with Horace Gresley io the
nniversal swpesty—universal suffrage busi-
ness. ““While the latter did the blowing” and
figpouting,” be was to keep in the background
and “‘lay low' for the Chioago nomination.
The Chicsgo Convention, however, discarded
the ambitious plotting Chief Justics at sight,
and he then turned to the Democratio party
in hopes that that orgavization would confer
upon him the boon withheld by the Re-
publicans,

Bat oue word more remains to be said con-
cernipg thess political aspirants, Gresley was
laid out stark at Syracose on Wedonesday, and
Chase at New York upon the following day.
Simullaveonsly the partoers in the nniversal
guffrage, universal smopesty business, have
been shovelled noder the sod, and together
they flil a commmon grave,
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Seymour and Blair,
From the Boxtun Posl.

The Democratic Convention assembled in
New York to nominate a candidate not only
for the party but for the nation. There was
g fair aud open comparigon of views, and a
pereistent support of proferences, out of which

.at lt‘llglh }Jl'l.u'm-dml the choice which we an-
nonuce thisa morning.

It 8 necessary to reflect that the object of a
National Couvention at all is & candid consal-
tation for a given puarpose,—deliberation on
the best mode of reaching a desired result;
and not simply to record the steps by whioh a
few dogmativ men secure their aims or a tri-
nmph for their personal schemes. It muost be
that an assembly composed of the wisest,
mosat thoughtful, and wost experienced men
of the nation comprehends the general sitng-
tion more clearly, and knows how to discover
and apply more effactive agencies than cither
individnal minds or separated communities,

The emergency naturally raised the party
to the most slevated ground, from which it
purveyed more than mere parvy divisions per-
mitted. It appealed with irresigtible force to
its representative men to lft themsslves
wholly above the desire of mere party sue-
cefd, and give their serfous thought to the
safety of an imperilled country. The very
men who have been villified and maligned
these many years by the venomons tonguw of
glunder, are now implored to lead the way for
the regcue of the Government which is made
the custodian of onr common liberties,

The Convention was called, therefore, pri-
marily to flud a voice for that general senti-
ment of condemnation under whose ban &
wicked revolutionary faction lay. It was
asked to spusk the autboritative word which
ghould bresk the spell in which onr fresdom
was bound. It was assembled W Bnmmon
men of every party and persuasion to join in
the urgent work of rescniog all that is pre-
oloug from the grasp of the nsurper, [t gone-
rously smswered to more than mers party
need, and felt far more than the throb of the
Btrongest party sentiment. It considered
other matters than those of expediency, It
went deeper than Lo the seorels of mere policy.
It ealmly and resolutely coufronted the perils
that are o thick aboat us, and, with themag-
panimity which is born of tras patriotism,
forgot every form of prejudice and passion,
gaw nothiong before it but lmpeading dangers,
studied only the surest method of extrication,
harmonized the lestsr with the larger pre-
ferences, and off+red all it had, and all it could
do, on the altar of the common safety.

We have no glatesmen in the conotry bafore
Horatio Beymour in philosophical nsight,
practical sagacity, administrative ability and
lofty patriotism, He is one of the few grest
wen on whom & vpation in its hours of peril
instinotively leans, Blevated to the gubsr-
patorial chair of bis native State in the darkest
period of a gigantic oivil war, on a plat-
form which demanded its more vigorous pro-
gecntion to insare the trivmph of the caase
for which it was undertaken, he stood a
faithful and steady pilot at the helm when
few desoried a gleam of hope in the durk hori-
zom, and, by his siogle prompt exscative
act, encouraged the purpose of a sister Siate
until the relief should arrive which at length
turned the tide of disaster for the Union at
Gettysborg. A purer public man than Gov-
etuor Seymonr we have not in the conotry;
por one more coniclentions, duevoled, or gour-
ageonsly consistent. In him pre-eminently
ghive forth all the virtues of his profoand
faith in popular government and free instita-
tiovs, He represents in speech and action
the living truths that give vitality to onr re-
publican system; aud he has defended them
from first to last at the head of powerful
majorities and in the company of resolute
winorities, with the full vigor of hiz intellect
and all the earnestuess of his nature. New
York cherishes Lim as her favorite son,
apd will give him snch majorities in Novem-
ber as will drive opposition of all kinds to
shelter, As the next President of the United
States, he will revive in the popular miod the
fdeas of diguifled siwplicity which ars insepa-
rably asgoviated with the administrations of
the early Preridents, while executing with
firmupess and fidelity every high trust commit-
ted to his hauds by a esnfiding pation, The
new time on which we are entering will ba the
linesl deccendant, and in all respects worthy
of the old. We hail it nnder the leadership of
that pure and patriotioc nawms which we have
ipgeribed cn onr bauner.

The aotion of the Demooracy bas sarved one
useful purpose. 1t has more distinetly dufined
the gronuds which dividd the parties, aud has
left no room for controversy as 1o the issnes
involved in the coutest between Girant and
Seymonr,

Whether the ‘mode and form of resonstrao-
tion are the best that might have been devised,
is lesa a qnestion for consideration than
whether what had been done shall be main.
tuined or reversed. We have got beyond the
atage at which oriticlem of the details of mea-
fures, or evén their principles, might have
been advantageonsly digonssed, The method
ir now obsonred by the result, A proossa in
its pature rough has at least advavcsd us far
tonard the complets restoration of the South
to tbe Union, BSuveral of the Siutes are onoe
more represented in Congress, and othars will
be before the adjournment. Nearly the whols
South is within sight of the goal which marks
the ecssation of military rule, and the relista-
blirhment of local gelf-government,

The qguestion at issus is, whether what has
been doue shall continus in opsaration, with a
certainty that it will gradually rendar pacifica-
tion complete, or whether it shall ba violeatly
overthrewn, rights that have been conferred
taken away, guarantess that have been pro.
vided, destroyed, aud the confusion and peril
incident to a vital stroggle renswed. ILisa
question, on one hand, of pence, with ample
epportnnitiea of adapting the new govern-
wents to local circumstances and wants, and,
on the otker, of strife and bloodahed, with race
arrayed against race; and the old apirit of the
Rebellion in direct hostility to the national
authority, By upholding what Congrass has
dome, and perfecting the application of ths
rrim—iples it has zilirmed, and the maasares it
1a8 developed, we have the assnrance that a
briel period will obliterate remaining canses
of dificulty, and lay the foundation of an era
of vast industrial progress and prosperity. By
bresking down, or by attemptiog to break
down, the work of reconstruction, a struggle
wonld be provoked hardly less terrible than
that which the loyal strength of the Republic
put down. There can be no disturbance ef
reconstrnction, no invasion of the rights it
has created or the principles of government it
bag developed, without a contest leading to
aperchy.

Shall the Rebel element be reinvested with
power to mould and control the SBouth accord-
ing toits pleasnre 7 Or shall the loyal forces
to which the national Government has given
ghape and direction le watched, and if neces-
gary alded, uwntil their endorapce be placed
beyond doubt ! These slternatives make up
the issus which the conntry must decide. It
is a chioice between order andi revolution—ba-
tween governwents born of law and avnarchy
resulting from brute foree; and the elsction
olt Grant or Beymour will indicate the national
choice.

Equally clear is the line drawn between the
parues on the subjeot of luauce. Dasiness
interests sulfer geriously from the absence of a
sound aod steady financial systewm; and this
again, requires as an essential condition, in-
telligent and well-established confidencs. A
wise and just mavagement of the debt {8 the
firet step ou the road to confidence; and the
relative claims of the Republican and Demo-
cratio parties rest npon their respective puor-
poses aud prinoiples.

The Republican policy is to abate the bar-
den of the debt by so steadlastly promoting
the public credit that the substitution of a
lower for a higher rate of interest shall be ren-
dered feasible.

The Democratic policy is to lightan the load
by payivg the debt in a depreciated currency
instead of gold.

It is & question, therefore, of good faith or
repudiation—of national honor or national
disgraoe—of a confidence that will be felt in
every department of trade, or a distruat that
will paralyze induostry and engull trads in
baukruptey.

Imcination, and patiently set him right as to
the faots:—

New England is a collective name given to
the six States of Maine, New Hampshire, Mas-
eacbusetts, Rhode Ieland, Connecticat, and
Vermont, Is each of these, except Conneoti-
vut, blacks vole, and have long voted, pre-
visely as whites do, their suffrage laws makin
uo distivotion on account of color. And blavks
Lave recently been chosen Lo responsible poats
in Massachuzetts, and in some instances have
been the regular Democratic candidates, re-
velving the Democratic vote,

In Connecticat, the strongly Republican Le-
gisluture of 1505 (ohosen the day after the fall
of Richmond) passed a Constitutional amend-
ment, eniranchising blacks—that is, abolizshing
all distinetions afiecting the right of sutlrage
fonnded on color. That amendment was neces-
sarily submitted to the people at a special
alevtion held Ootober 15t of that year, wlhen it
wae voted down, as follows: —
Equel Buffiage— Y o8 wun 27,217

Mupjority sgalnust DIACKS VOLLOK. ... oines

Of the 27,217 votes for equal suffrage, no
intelligent person will deny thist at least 27, 200
were cast by Republicans: while of the antag-
onist vote not lese than 33 000 were thoss of
Demoorats; the 458 haviog been east by the
buvpgry dogs who eat the dirty pudding of
Jobnsonism, These have generally sinee gove
openly over to the camp where they belong.

I*wonld be unjnst to Coansclicut to say
that she voted down Iwpartial suffrage, [Ire-

laud voted it down, Some ten to tiftesn thon-
sand wvotes were cast by Irishpen on the
gquestiop—at least Y in every 100 of them
sgaipst impartial suffrage. As they waloly
live in eitiea and villages, their vote was pollad
ont at this special elsction much more fully
thoan that of the natives.

—Now, a8 to “‘Michigan, New York, and
other Northern and Western States,”  Only
leave the question to be settled by tha Repub-
licans of those Blates, and, if we don't carry
fwpartisl suiirage by & vote of at least four to
vpe, we will agree never to name the sahject
sgain, Duot, with every Demoorat and Robel
gy wpathizer voting against the blacks, it only
takes mbout one Republican in every ten or
’ fifteen to yote them down, Thas was lmpar-
tinl suflrage recently defeated in Olio, in Kan-
gan, in Micbigan, and (barely) in Minuesota,

World for ipeisting that the nomenclaturs of
the radical candidate for the Presidency is in
a disagreeables and discreditabile condition of
chaos. In this we thiuk they are both ill.
tempered and inconsiderate.  If General Grant
were the Demoocratic, as he 18 the radical van-
didate, we ghonld still maintain that he ought,
in justice alike to hia vouulry, his parents, his
party, and himselr, to koow his own nams,
and let other people kuow it. A Pope being
elected Pope enjoys the privilege of electing,
algo, by what name he will mouut the throse
of 8t. Peter. But a President has mo such
license, Practically, of courze, General Grant
will pever find hiuselfl compelled to seleot &
Presidential style and titls, his politieal
oareer, which began with his nowmination io
May, being tolerably certain to close with his
defest in Novembar,

But he must always fill & large plaoe in
American history; aud it is not a trivisl thiog
that Le sbonld go up among the lmmortals
upnder an alias. Nor under one only. He has
certainly been described, addressed, and
konown during lils not yet very loug lifs nuder
uo fewer than four dillerent names, His god-
fathers and godmothera in baptism began by
giving him a cloice of two designations tan-
dem. His grandfather, thisking Hiram a
“‘beantiful name,”” and his mother, admiring
the adventures of Ulysses, the child, after &
discussion as long if not as lively as that
which preceded the baptism of Tristram
Shandy, was appoiuted to be called
Hiram Ulysges or Ulysses Hiram, jnst as
lock or his own choice might therealter
decide, He want to West Pont, and
there found himeself registered neither as
Hiram Ulysses nor as Ulysses Hiram, bat
as Ulysses Bimpson, the royal lamber mer-
ohant of Tyre haviog been uncersmoniously
torned out of his partuership with the poly-
metic ruler of Ithaca to make place for au
avunoulsr Simpson, of Illinois. This chauge
appareotly pleased neither Grant himsaelf nor
bis fellow-cadets, and the latter irreverenily
pitching all the antignities—Syrian, Greck,
apd Hoosier—into the Hudeon together, ha-
stowed upon their comrade the brisf but ex-
pressive title of "Bam.”” It was a3 “Sam
Girant'’ that the youth of many names took
his low degree in his class; it was as “‘Sam
Girant” that the young lisntenant made the
campaign of Mexioo; it was as “‘Sam Grant'
that the breveited captain was permitted, for
reasopg which the Tribune forbears to men-
tion among the claims of ita candidate, to re-
tire from the army and engage in the business
of tauning leather and haaling wood,

Yet when Tilton assails the General of the
armies as a “drunkard,’" it iz not Sam Grant
whom he derides. And when the (General of
the armies prevaricated with Pregident Joun.
gon, it was not Hiram U, Grant who took the
congequences ! Why can we not have a d«fi-
uite understanding on this point ?

None of the muny names of Grant, it must
ba confessed, is muooh better fisted than was
the name of Amos Cottls to

' Bound forever throngh Lhe trump of fame."’

Aud this iz not so slight a matter as may
hastily be supposed. For though it be trae
that a rose by any other name might small as
eweet, or a8 Sumner, bettering Shakespeare,
expressed it, “might diffase an equally agree-
able odor," yet there can be no doubt that
Destiny, when she sets abont making men or
places  permanently illustrions, commonly
shows & line ear for harmony in giviog them
designations enphoniounsly fitted to their rank.
Soch designations becowe a part of the musie
of Nature, and of that fore-ordered rhythm ol
things whereof Mr. Emerson tells us: —

“You cannot wave your stall Lo alr,

Or aip your pa-dle In the lnke,

But it earves the bow of beauly thers,

And tueripples in rhymes the oars foréaie,"

Jobn Milton might perchance have written
the “Paradige Lost,’" and “Comus,"’ had he
been born a Shullebotiom and baptized Adoni-
ram; but Nature, abhorrant of oacophonies,
ohoee more wisely for him snd us, a8 also she
did when she gave us, by the hand of William
Shakespeare, what she might have dealt out
to ns throngh a Peter Soroggins,

Nothiog can be more respectable than the
vame of Wiggins. Yet who will refuse to be
thaukful that the Father of his country has
come down to ug not as & Wiggins but as a
Washivgton?

There be many poor and jaw-breaking
pames in Austria, but the fortnue of war,
which has put Aunsterlitz and Wagram aud
Marengo and Aépern into the mouths of men
for ever, passes in ailence over lpa aud Murz-
zusehlag. The barous of Eogland might have
brounght John Lackland to bay as well at Toot-
ing or at Leatherhead as at Ronoymede, and
are we to believe it was but a deaf chanoe
which guided their staps ! If the poets and
the authors of the future, however, have little
to expect from apy possible settlement of the
gquadrilateral gnarrel over the names of Grant,
it is &t least to Le hoped that they may be
ppared the calamity of bearing the four in
full. From gnch a prospect even a Tupper or
s Banoroit might reovil.
